Fighting Out to the Bitter End the

Belgrade, Ju ne 
26 .— The brilliant 
headline in the new sp ap ers here, “W ar 
is Begu n,” annou nces a seriou s bat­ 
tle betw een Serv ians and B u lgarians 
in northw est M acedonia, which lasted 
from 1 o’clock y esterday m orning u n­ 
til in the ev ening and resu lted in the 
B u lgars being rou ted. 
The combined 
losses are said to be 5 00 k illed. 
According to an official statem ent 
the Bu lgars m ade an attack on the 
Serv ian p ositions on the right bank or 
the ZIetov o riv er betw een K ratov o and 
K otiesana. 
The attack was rep u lsed 
after m ore seriou s fighting than any 
y et rep ortde since the clash betw een 
Serb and Bu lgar. 
Unofficial rep orts say tha t abou t 12,- 
000 Bu lgars, accom p anied by 5 00 bomb 
throw ers, attem p ted to p ierce the Ser­ 
v ian lines and the Serbs im m ediately 
accep ted the challenge, brou ght heav y 
artillery and m achine gu ns into action 
and sent a call for reinforcem ents. An 
artillery du el was k ep t u p all throu gh 
the day and the Serv ians rep eatedly 
charged the B u lgars at the p oint of 
the bay onet all along the line, driv ing 
m any of the enem y into the riv er. The 
B u lgars finally retreated across the 
riv er and w ere not p u rsu ed. 
The new s of the battle has cau se« 
trem endou s ex citem ent in Belgrade 
and has em bittered the feeling against 
Bu lgaria. 
The w ar p arty m ak es no 
attem p t to conceal its elation, as it be­ 
liev es tha t the q u arrel w ith B u lgaria 
m u st now be fou ght ou t on the field. 
Those who fav or arbitration of the 
disp u te are dism ay ed at the news, and 
the gov ernm ent is doing its u tm ost to 
q u ell the ex citem ent. 
The au thorities 
hav e confiscated sev eral of the more 
fiery new sp ap ers. 
The situ ation is becoming ex ceed­ 
ingly difficu lt, and it is im p ossible to 
forecast the ou tcome. 
M. Pasitch has 
not y et com p leted his cabinet. 
He has 
difficu lty in finding a w ar m inister. 
It 
is cu stom ary in Serv ia to p lace a sol­ 
dier at the head of that dep artm ent of 
the gov ernm ent, bu t no soldier is will­ 
ing to enter a cabinet com m itted to a 
p acific p olicy . 
The Sk u p tshtina has 
been su m m oned for a sp ecial session 
today . If it ou tv otes M. Pasitch, which 
is not ex p ected, w ar will be inev itable. 
It Is u nderstood that in the ev ent of 
I w ar M ontenegro will m ak e common 
cau se w ith Serv ia and wou ld p lace 10,- 
000 men in the field. The p resence of 
those troop s at M itrov itza wTou ld re­ 
liev e these Serv ians from garrison 
du ty and p rev ent trou ble with the Al­ 
banians and M acedonian Bu lgars.

dence Just Unearthed. 


SOLUTION SAID TO BE NEAR 


One o f the Mo st My sterio us Murders 
That Ev er Baffled Po lice o f No rth­ 
ern Indiana, That o f William Hig h­ 
shew, Near Mishawaka, in No v em­ 
ber, 1 90 9, Has Been Recalled by Ac­ 
tio n Just Taken Ag ainst Two Men. 


Sou th Bend, Ind., Ju ne 26.—A solu ­ 
tion of one of the m ost m y steriou s 
m u rders in Indiana is declared to be 
ne a r following the arrest of W illard 
A rney and the filing of an affidav it 
a g a inst W illiam 
B ook e r now 
tim e in the Jeffersonv ille reform atory . 
The

shooting of W illiam Highshew near 
M ishaw ak a on the night of Nov . 6, 
19 09 . 
A rney was arrested at M isha­ 
w ak a and Is now in the cou nty jail, 
being held w ithou t bond. 
Book er was 
inform ed of the charge against him 
today . 
The m u rder of H ighshew created a 
trem endou s sensation in northern In­ 
d iana and led to all k inds of sensa­ 
tional reports. 
As the case appeared 
to be u nsolv able new spaper men from 
a ll parts of the cou ntry were attracted 
to M ishawak a, bu t the k een-w itted re­ 
porters failed to find a clu e to the 
slay er. 
H ighshew was fou nd dead in his 
bu ggy in the barny ard at his cou ntry 
hom e early on the m orning of Nov . 6, 
19 09 , by his son who had been sent to 
inv estig ate the u nex pected arriv al of 
a horse and carriage. 
The boy fou nd 
the body of his father in a half-reclin­ 
ing position, his head hanging abov e 
a re ar wheel of the bu ggy . The police 
and coroner both attem pted to connect 
the nam es of sev eral women with 
H ighshew , bu t w ithou t su ccess. 
It is now said that there was no 
w om an in the case and tha t the m otiv e 
w as robbery . 
Book er, it is alleged, 
fired the fatal shot, bu t, frightened as 
a resu lt of the act. the two men, it is 
said, ran from the scene of the tragedy 
leav ing considerable money , a gold 
w atch and other v alu ables u ntou ched. 
N either m an left M ishawak a and, ac­ 
cording to reports, they w ere freq u ent­ 
ly on the scene of the tragedy when 
the officers w ere m ak ing an inv estiga­ 
tion. 
A lthou gh Edw ard 
H epler 
of 
M ishaw ak a was tw ice arrested 
be­ 
cau se of a su pposed q u arrel with High­ 
shew abou t a woman, the su pposed 
Teal assassins w ere not ev en su spect­ 
ed. 
The prosecu tor’s office refu sed to 
giv e ou t any details of the circu m ­ 
stances which led to the a rre st of 
A rney . 


Say s He Didn’t Understand It. 
N ew York , Ju ne 26 —Jam es B. Hag- 
gin, a w ealthy horsem an and mine 
ow ner, had his portrait painted recent­ 
ly by the B aroness Vilma Lemoff-Par- 
laghy , bu t he did not u nderstand that 
he was to pay the princess $25,000 for 
the portra it For that reason the prin­ 
cess has filed su it alleging tha t Mr. 
H aggin agreed to pay her the am ou nt 
nam ed for the painting and fram e, and 
d eclaring that $25,000 is the reasona­ 
ble v alu e of the portrait.

McRey no lds Plans to Reach Big Manu­ 
facturers and Pro tect Smaller Ones 
by a Tax , Reg ulated by the Output o f 
Facto ries—Details 
Are 
No t 
Fully 
Wo rked Out Yet. 


T hat the dissolu tion of the Am erican 
Tobacco com pany (the tobacco tru st) 
effected u nder the adm inistration of 
A ttorney General W ick ersham did not 
bring abou t au y real dissolu tion of the 
com bination is the opinion of A ttorney 
General McRey nolds, who has ex press­ 
ed mu ch dissatisfatcion w ith the plan 
u nder which the tru st w as to resolv e 
Itself into its com ponent parts. 
Mr. McRey nolds say s tha t he does 
not believ e the tru st has in fact been 
dissolv ed and recently characterized 
the final decree intended to dissolv e it 
as an “obv iou s su bterfu ge and mis­ 
carriage of ju stice.” 
As special cou nsel u nder W ick er­ 
sham Mr. M cRey nolds opposed the dis­ 
solu tion. 
lie now. has another plan 
for reaching the tru st. 
H e has su b­ 
m itted this plan to President W ilson, 
bu t the latter has not as y et giv en it 
his approv al. 
T he plan in su bstance 
is this: 
To repeal the present ex cise tax of 
8 cents a pou nd on all m anu factu red 
tobacco and su bstitu te therefor a grad­ 
u ated ex cise tax . 
Fo r a Graduated Tax . 
This gradu ated tax is to be lev ied ac­ 
cording to the ou tpu t of the tobacco 
factory . 
In other words, instead of 
tax ing each pou nd of tobacco pu t on 
the m ark et the entire ou tpu t of the 
factory will be tak en in bu lk . Mr. Mc­ 
Rey nolds holds tha t a factory produ c­ 
ing. say , 200.000 pou nds of tobacco 
shall be tax ed m ore heav ily than a fac- 
torv produ cing only 50,000. 
By lety ing su ch a tax , in the opinion 
of the attorney general, the independ­ 
ent and sm all tobacco m anu factu rers 
cou ld compete on fair term s with the 
larger m anu factu rers. 
Mr. M cRey nolds told the president he 
proposed a tax of this natu re in lieu of 
tak ing any action in the cou rts to 
reach the tru st. H e said that the de­ 
tails of the scheme had not been w ork ­ 
ed ou t as y et. 
An Emerg ency Measure. 
W hile su ch a plan cou ld not be called 
a “tariff for rev enu e only ” measu re, 
Mr. M cRey nolds contends tha t it is an 
emergency m easu re dev ised to meet 
the pleas of independent m anu factu r­ 
ers whom the dissolu tion of the so 
called tru st has not reliev ed of a situ a­ 
tion which, they say , threatens to place 
them in as mu ch danger as they were 
from the “tru st” before it w as dis­ 
solv ed. 
In 
19 10 Mr. 
McRey nolds m ade a 
sim ilar su ggestion, bu t Mr. W ick er­ 
sham . as well as President T aft, held 
that as it was dou btfu l w hether an in­ 
come tax was constitu tional it was u n­ 
w ise to consider a gradu ated Income 
tax . 
Most of the attofney s of the depart­ 
m ent of ju stice agree tha t the gov ern­ 
m ent cou id not reopen the dissolu tion 
case and tha t fu tu re mov es m u st be 
su pplem entary .

The v ote was 38 to 
10 against the gov ernor's bill. 
A t the 
regu lar session it was 42' to 8. 
The assembly then p assed the Blau - 
v elt long and short bills app rov ed by

BANKERS VISIT 
THEJ’RESIDENT 


They Want Representation On 


the Currency Commission. 


DEMAND A VOICE IN AFFAIRS 


Arguing Tha t It Would Be Only Fa ir

Washington, Ju ne 2(|.—The admin­ 
istration cu rrency rev ision bill, accord­ 
ing to a growing imp ression here, 
after it is introdu ced in the hou se, will 
be changed so as to giv e rep resenta­ 
tion to the bankers on the federal re­ 
serv e board and at the same time to 
prov ide for the refu nding of the 2 per 
cent bonds which now secu re the $7 12,« 
000,000 of national bank cu rrency ou t­ 
standing. 
It is believ ed that this ac­ 
tion will be taken with the p resident's 
ap p rov al. 
The p resident himself said that he 
did not regard himself as committed 
against reinserting in the administra­ 
tion measu re the prov ision for retiring 
the 2 p er cents. It was intimated that 
he readily wou ld assent to su ch an 
amendment shou ld it be the sense of 
a majority of his adv isers and of the 
congressional committees that the ac­ 
tion was adv isable. 
Practically the 
same thing is tru e of the plan for re­ 
inserting the p rov ision for allowing 
the bankers minority rep resentation 
on the reserv e board. 
The p resident listened to a p lea 
from fou r rep resentativ es of the cu r­ 
rency commission of the American 
Bankers’ association for rep resenta­ 
tion on the reserv e board and for the 
amendment of the bill to retire the 2 
p er cents. 
At the p resident's inv ita­ 
tion Secretary McAdoo and Senator 
Owen and Rep resentativ e Glass, chair­ 
man of the congressional cu rrency 
committee, who hav e been the admin­ 
istration’s adv isers in the drafting of 
the cu rrency bill, were p resent to lis­ 
ten tc the bankers’ argu ment. 
The plan which the bankers offered 
prov ided for the addition of fou r mem­ 
bers to the board, which u nder the 
p resent prov ision is to be made u p of 
sev en members, thu s bringing the 
membership to elev en, the additional 
members to be chosen from bankers to 
be named by the regional reserv e asso­ 
ciations. 
The bankers argu ed that it was only 
fair that the 
bankers who will be 
forced to inv est their assets so ex ten­ 
siv ely in 
the 
regional 
association 
shou ld hav e some v oice at least in the 
direction of the federal board, which is 
to hav e actu al control of these asso­ 
ciations. The p lan which the bankers 
adv anced for the refu nding cf the 2 
p er cents prov ided for the rep lacement 
of these bonds by others of higher in­ 
terest rates. 
The su ggestion was 
made that the 3% p er cents be u sed. 
It was recognized by the bankers that 
the amendment of the bill so as to pro­ 
v ide for the refu nding of the 2 p er 
cents wou ld inv olv e some prov ision for 
increasing the limit to which the new 
cu rrency wou ld be issu ed. 
The p res­ 
ent bills set $500,000,000, bu t this was 
regarded as merely the limit for the 
emergency cu rrency , and certainly if 
it shou ld be decided to withdraw the 
bonds which secu re the $7 12,000,000 
of the ou tstanding notes of the nation­ 
al cu rrency , it wou ld be necessary to 
raise the limit for the cu rrency to a 
p oint eq u al to the su m of the national 
bank cu rrency to be disp laced plu s the 
su m allotted for emergency issu es. 
The p resident continu es satisfied 
with the ou tlook of the administration 
measu re as far as the essential p rov i­ 
sions are concerned, and he is deter­ 
mined to sp are no efforts to p u sh the 
measu re. 
Last night the p resident 
discu ssed the bill with the Democratic 
members of the senate banking and 
cu rrency committee. 
He went care­ 
fu lly ov er the prov isions of the meas­ 
u re which he regarded as essential, ex ­ 
p laining his reasons for fav oring them 
and argu ing v igorou sly for the su p ­ 
p ort of the members of the committee. 
The committeemen were called on to 
ex p ress their v iews. 
The entire p u r­ 
pose of the conference was to bring 
abou t a better u nderstanding between 
the p resident and the members of the 
committee and to imp ress u pon them 
more fu lly the necessity of the cu r­ 
rency legislation at this session.
